The water in some parts of our 
country is, not very hard, and for 
this experiment it is better to 
make the water especially hard. 
To a test-tube of tap water, add 
a few crystal of Epsom salts (hy- 
drated magnesium sulphate). After 
dissolving the crystals, divide the 
water into two equal parts. 

Next, make a _ water-softening 

“solution, ina tué@—Water,. dis- 

solve as. much washing soda as 
possible. (Chemically, washing 
soda,is hydrated sodium .carbon- 
ate).:The anhydrous form, known 
‘commercially as soda ash, would 
serve equally well. 

Soften one of the samples of 
hardened water by adding a4 
quarter test-tube of softening so- 
lution.. Note the precipitate of 
magnesium . carbonate. To show 
that the water has been softened, 
add 30 drops of the solution to 
each of the two test-tubes. You 
wil} see a distinct difference in’ 
the amount of suds produced by 
equal shaking of the samples.

Aerial tramway used to maintain service 
on Alberta unit of Microwave system 


Alberta’s most westerly link in 
the Trans-Canada Microwave‘ Sys- 
tem was recently put into opera- 
tion by Alberta Government Tele- 
phones at a point less than a mile 
from the British Columbia bound- 
ary. The tower is located atop a 
mountain peak in the Crowsnest 
some 15 miles west of 
Coleman. ‘ 


Choice of tHe site was influenc- 
ed by a fortunate natural phen- 
omena, An unobstructed transmis- 
sion path extends through the 
mountain valley back to the tower 
at Pincher Creek and forward to 
the first British Columbia tower 
at Fernie. Microwave transmission 
allows only slight offsets from a 
perfectly straight line. 
Government Telephones. engineers 
say that had the mountain ridge 
upon which the tower is built been 
situated as much as one-quarter 
mile north or south of the requir- 
ed site a much more difficult con- 
struction problem would have been 
faced. 

A bed-rock anchor helps the 250 
foot tower withstand winds up to 
300 miles per hour. It will not 
sway one degree in winds up to | 
100 miles per hour, a frequent oc- 
currence in this mountain section. 
Even: a minor sway of one degree 
will distort microwave signal. 

Construction of Crowsnest tow- 
er was accomplished by gouging 
a truck load out of the mountain- 
side to link up with a permanent 
valley road about 1,000 feet lower 
.|down, The truck road is subject 


to frequent blocking from snow 
and rock slides. An alternative 
method of access had to be devis- 
ed to enable speedy servicing of 
delicate electronic equipment at 
the site. The problem was solved 
through installation of a cable car. 


End terminals dnly'are used for 
suspending the conveyance. Eleva- 
tion is over 1,000 feet and distance 
is about 2;800 feet. Single anchor 
suspension. cable is: one-inch diam-. 
eter. The endless traction cable is 
threé-quarter inch in_ thickness. 
The car may be operated by con- 
trols at either top or bottom ter- 
minal. Only control inside the cage 
is a safety brake to: be used in 
ease of cable breakage. A tele- 
Phone circuit connects terminals 
and car. 


A 25 horsepower electric motor 
drives the cable car, which is large

A seasonal warning to be care- 
ful in the use of power lawnmow- 
ers was issued by the Hon. J. 
Walter Erb, minister of public 
health, 

“The 22 victinis of accidents 
who were treated in hospitals last 
year were only indicative of a’ 
larger number Of people, some of 
whom were given emergency 
tréatment in out-patient. depart- 
ments or ‘doctors’ clinics,” ‘said 
Mr. Erb. E 


“The most common accident 
happens when opertaors attempt 
to start machines with one or two 
feet under the back or side, which 
sometimes resulted in amputation 
of toes,’’ Mr. Erb said. The second 
most common accident reported is 
when the machine is, operated on 
a hill or incline and rolls back 
over the victim’s feet. 


“Two kinds of accidents occur 
with power lawnmowes — lacera- 
tions by the blades, and thrown 
debris. It is necessary to make 
sure that no stones, sticks, or 
bones are in the grass.

Government to 
develop provincial 
public park 


The Manitoba Government will 
develop a provincial public park 
at Oak Lake, Work has already 
started on the project which in — 
time will mean a fine new play- 
ground for the people of Western 
Manitoba. 


Location of the new park is 
Cherry. Point on the north shore 
of Oak Lake and the set up will 
be similar to that-at Pelican Lake. 
The present cliff will be bulldozed 
to give access to a sandy beach, 
There will be change rooms for 
bathers, outdoor fireplaces for 
picnicers,-and many trees will be 
planted. It is likely that running 
water and electric stoves will be 
available. Space has been provid- 
ed for private cottages. 

For the new Oak Lake play- 
ground some 15 acres of land have 
been purchased by the Manitoba 
Government from ‘the original 
Plaisier homestead.
